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'Scissor stab' attacker 
sentenced to 10 years 


A MAN who claimed he heard voices in 
his head before stabbing a friend in the 
heart with a pair of scissors has been 
jailed for 10 years. 

Barry Payne (46), of Northbrooks, Harlow, 
returned to Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Thursday for sentence after being found guilty 
in May to wounding with intent to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. He was cleared of a charge of 
attempted murder. 

Sentencing was adjourned to allow time for 
the preparation of psychiatric reports, but Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub was told Payne was not 
considered to require such treatment and a hos¬ 
pital order would not be necessary. 

During the trial the court was told the scissors 
had nicked the heart of the victim, 32-year-old 
Barry Thompson, who had to be airlifted to 
hospital for emergency life-saving surgery. 

The jury was told Thompson stayed intermit-

tently at Payne’s home - where the stabbing 
occurred - without paying his way and had also 
been given free alcohol. Payne later told police 
he always felt used and said he had warned 
Thompson about hanging round. 

The court was played a recording of a 999 
call made by Payne in which he told the opera¬ 
tor he had stabbed someone in the heart. Asked 
why he stabbed him, Payne replied: “I don’t 
know why. I’ve stabbed him, get the ambulance 
here now.” 

Again asked why he stabbed him, he said: “I 
keep hearing voices in my head.” 

Tim Horgan, representing Payne said in miti¬ 
gation Mr Thompson would have died if his 
client had not contacted the emergency services. 

Mr Horgan said Payne had been attacked 


himself when he was 21 and was an alcoholic 
and addicted to various drugs. 

Jailing Payne for 10 years, the judge told 
him: “You were drinking with a friend in your 
home and for some reason, not explained satis¬ 
factory during the trial, you took it into your 
head to stab him with a pair of scissors, a 
vicious weapon. 

“You stabbed him at least twice. The more 
serious was directly over his heart and penetrat¬ 
ed through to his liver causing life-threatening 
injuries. He was only saved by the medical pro¬ 
fession after you reported it to them. 

“You said you heard voices instructing you to 
do this terrible thing but the psychiatric investi¬ 
gation doesn’t bear that out. 

“There was evidence of a personality disor¬ 
der but no psychological justification for a hos¬ 
pital order, suggesting this is an isolated inci¬ 
dent that won’t be repeated.” JAILED: Barry Payne 
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Inquest opens 
into the death 
of mum-to-be 

AN inquest into the death of 
mum-to-be Estyna Blunnie, who 
was found dying in a Harlow 
street, has been opened and 
adjourned. 

Ms Blunnie (20), of Hailing Hill, 
Harlow, was days away from 
giving birth when she was 
discovered in Howard Way in the 
early hours of Wednesday, June 
27. She died later in hospital. 
Chelmsford Coroner’s Court heard 
on Tuesday that police and 
ambulance services were called to 
the scene at 2.58am. Despite 
medical attention Ms Blunnie was 
certified dead at 4am at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

“Sadly her unborn baby daughter 
also died as a result of this 
incident,” said coroner’s officer 
Paul Gamman. “Provisional cause 
of death is multiple head and 
facial injuries.” 

0 Tony McLemon (23), of North 
Grove, Harlow, is awaiting trial 
accused of murder and child 
destruction.

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School bursar jailed for 'sophisticated' cleaning scam 


THE former bursar of an independent 
school who stole thousands from his 
employers has been jailed for two 
years. 

Peter Bailey set up a bogus company 
and charged the school - Haileybury 
College at Hertford Heath - for clean¬ 
ing work which had not been carried 
out. 

The school paid out a total of 
£165,000, St Albans Crown Court was 
told. 

On Friday Bailey (43), of Heathcote 
Gardens, Harlow, pleaded guilty to two 


charges of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion. 

The court heard the defendant began 
working at the boarding and day school 
in 2005 and remained there until 2010. 

As the school’s domestic bursar he 
was responsible for the cleaning of the 
establishment but over a period of three 
years he submitted false invoices which 
purported to show cleaning had been 
done when it hadn’t. 

The invoices amounted to £147,969 
and false expenses he put in came to a 
further £17,668. 


An audit uncovered the extent of 
Bailey’s frauds. The court was told that 
by setting up an account to receive the 
money, there was a degree of sophisti¬ 
cation about his crimes. 

Bailey started to commit the frauds 
to supplement his income after he was 
forced to give up a part-time job as 
catering manager at Bishop’s Stortford 
Rugby Club. 

William Walsh, representing Bailey, 
said in mitigation: “He expresses 
through me his extreme regret and 
remorse.” 


The court was told Bailey was in the 
process of selling his home to raise 
money to pay back to the school and, as 
a result, £41,000 was available. 

Passing sentence, Judge Stephen 
Gullick told him his crimes had meant 
he was pocketing between £900-£ 1,000 
pounds every week tax-free, adding: “It 
was a significant breach of trust.” 

Bailey, who suffers from diabetes, 
was jailed for a total of two years. The 
judge also made a confiscation order so 
that in the next four months the 
£41,000 will be paid back to the school. 


Boost for wildlife 
at nature reserve 

A PROJECT breathing new life into a 
Harlow nature reserve is about to enter its 
second phase after councillors approved 
plans to create a wildlife haven. 

Volunteers from local conservation 
group Harlow Wildlife Projects will soon 
start work to reduce soil levels at Harlow 
Marshes to encourage the growth of a 
2,000 sq.m, reedbed habitat. 

New footpaths and boardwalks have 
already been laid to improve public access 
to the area off Burnt Mill Lane. 

Funding for the project, which is backed 
by the Essex Biodiversity Project and 
Harlow Council, has been provided by 
water firm Veolia and BAA Stansted. 

Jon Clempner, Harlow Council’s portfo¬ 
lio holder for environment, said: “We have 
been working closely with the volunteers 
to bring this project to life. 

“This is about bringing residents and 
volunteers closer to wildlife by improving 
access and creating a better habitat for the 
wildlife.” 

Volunteers are organising a Marshes 
Fun Day on Friday, August 3 to celebrate 
the completion of the project’s first phase.

Sacked-for parking 
in a disabled space

A WORKMAN for council 
contractor Kier Harlow has 
been sacked after he was 
caught parking his truck in 
a disabled bay before going 
to buy his lunch. 

The firm took swift action 
after two members of the public 
took a picture of the vehicle and 
posted it on the social network¬ 
ing site Twitter. 

Richard Hanrahan (40), of 
Sheering Road, and his nephew 
Lewis Clark (19), of Long Ley, 
said they were “disgusted” after 
watching the employee park the 
truck across a disabled bay at the 
Staple Tye shopping precinct so 
he could visit a sandwich bar. 

“I just thought it was totally 
unacceptable,” said Mr Hanra¬ 
han. “The guy parked up without 
any thought to who he was 
depriving of that space and 
walked off to buy his lunch. 

“My father is disabled so it 
really struck a nerve as I know 
how difficult it is to get a space at 
the best of times. I drive a van for 
work myself so appreciate they 
can be awkward to park but we 
all have to be considerate in this 
world.” 

Mr Clark added: “I know a lot 
of people do it but considering he 
was in a marked vehicle repre¬ 
senting Kier and essentially 
Harlow Council, we just really 
thought an example needed to be 
made.” 

A spokeswoman for Kier 


Harlow said: “We would like to 
apologise unreservedly for the 
incident involving one of our 
operatives parking in a disabled 
bay in Staple Tye. 

“This is unacceptable and is 
not the standard of behaviour we 
expect from Kier staff. 
Therefore, the operative in ques¬ 
tion is no longer working on our 
behalf.” 

The sacked driver, Jay 
Messenger, who had only been 


working for the company for 
three months, subsequently con¬ 
tacted the Star. He said he was 
unaware he had parked in a dis¬ 
abled bay and apologised for 
causing any offence. 

“It was a genuine mistake,” he 
said. “I would never have parked 
there if I had realised it was a 
disabled space.” 

Mr Messenger added that he 
felt he had been unfairly treated 
by the company. 


“I would have accepted a dis¬ 
ciplinary but I feel that losing my 
job over this seems very 
extreme,” he said. 

“It was a first-time mistake 
and I am upset that I have not 
been given a chance to defend 
myself.”

FORMER students, friends and col¬

Michael Branwell, an ex-pupil who took over 
the running of Harlow Ballet School following Mr 
Kersley’s retirement in the 1990s, said his former 
tutor had made an “immeasurable” contribution to 
the town. 

“Leo has been a part of my life for 51 years, 
ever since I started lessons at Harlow Ballet 
School in 1961, so his death has left a huge vacu¬ 
um for me,” he said. 

“There was nothing like the HBS in Harlow 
back then. The Kersleys were the first to give 
working class youngsters the chance to learn bal¬ 
let and what a tremendous success they made of it. 
“He was an inspiration to all those who had the 
fortune to be taught by him - 
even those who never went on 
to dance professionally - and I 
know he will be sorely missed 
by everyone who knew him.” 

Former pupil Kizzy Matiakis 
(nee Pyle), now a soloist with 
the Royal Danish Ballet, said 
she owed her career to the 
Kersleys’ tutelage. 

“Leo was filled with a deep- 
rooted and sincere dedication to 
dance,” she told the Star. “His 
ability to arm young people 
with the tools they need in the 
world of professional ballet is 
striking. 

“My sisters, Alice and Josee, 
and I owe him and his late wife 
Janet [Sinclair] our careers. We 
cannot ever thank them enough 
and we hope they are now 
together, looking down at what 
they achieved in their lives with 
great pride.” 

Dance tutor Kelly Brice, who 
attended Mr Kersley’s classes 
between the ages of 7-16, 
described him as “supportive 
and inspiring”. 

“Leo was an inspiration. He 
and Janet worked tirelessly to 
get funding for me and set up a 
trust fund so I could attend the¬ 
atre school once I left secondary 
school. 

“I still thank and love them 
dearly for that to this day, and I 
try to share everything I learnt 
from him in the dance classes 
that I now teach.” 

Another former pupil, Joanne 
Tillotson, described Mr Kersley 
as a “one-off”. 

“I’m honoured to have been 
taught by such a kind, talented 
and inspirational man,” she 
added. “He gave me great con¬ 
fidence in my abilities and 
helped me follow my dreams.

I’ll never forget him.” 

Harlow Council deputy lead¬ 
er Jean Clark said the town 
would forever be indebted to Mr 
Kersley for his contribution to 
setting up The Playhouse. 

“I had a huge respect for Leo; 
he was an inspirational teacher 
who played a major role in pop¬ 
ularising ballet,” she said. “So 
many of his students were 
launched into professional 
careers, opening up many excit¬ 
ing opportunities for Harlow 
residents. 

“He was actually instrumen¬ 
tal in persuading the council to 
build The Playhouse, occupying 
a studio immediately when it 
opened in 1971. Since then, his 
support for the theatre remained 
undiminished, including serving 
as a member of the Playhouse 
Working Party.” 

Theresa Crumb, who runs the 
Ballet First school at St John’s 
ARC in Old Harlow, said: “Leo 
was a force of nature, a ballet 
legend with a sharp steady 
mind. His wisdom was equalled 
by few, he was loved by so many. 

“His gift for teaching young 
aspirational dancers was driven 
and embraced by his love of bal¬ 
let. He was one of the last living 
icons in the foundation of 
British ballet.” 

Mr Kersley’s daughter Alexa¬ 
ndra, with whom he had been 
living in north London at the 
time of his death, described her 
beloved father as selfless and 
inspirational. 

“It doesn’t surprise me to hear 
that so many of his former stu¬ 
dents and colleagues have paid 
tribute to my father; he truly was 
a great man,” she said. 

“He helped transform the 
lives of so many young people in 
Harlow, youngsters who would 
never have been given those 
opportunities elsewhere. 

“For him it was so much more 
than teaching children to dance. 
Even those who didn’t go on to 
pursue a carer on the stage were 
given the confidence and life 
skills to make a success of them¬ 
selves, whatever they chose to 
do.” 

Mr Kersley’s funeral will be 
held at Parndon Wood Crema¬ 
torium on Monday at 1,45pm.

SIR, As Harlow Council’s new 
portfolio holder for environment, I am 
writing in response to recent letters 
about the state of grassed areas of the 
town. 

I agree the town is not looking as it 
should in terms of grassed areas, 
landscape and litter. 

While it is true that the wettest June on 
record has exacerbated the situation, 
this is not the whole story. We have 
fallen short of expectations and we 
need to do better. 

Last week Kier Harlow commenced 
extra grass cutting, strimming and 
weed spraying of verges, roundabouts 
and open spaces. This will continue 
during the summer months. 

This is a temporary solution but it will 
allow us to look more fundamentally at 
how this is addressed in the future. 

I have asked officers of the council and 
Kier Harlow to bring forward an 
improvement plan that was planned for 
October and I will be sitting down with 
them next week to go through the 
details of what can be done to make 
sure that the expectations of all of us 
are met. 

As Star readers know, the reduced 
funding available to the council means 
that difficult decisions have to be taken 
about priorities. While this will 
undoubtedly constrain any additional 
resources that can be put into this area, 
I will be taking this issue very 
seriously to ensure all our partners step 
up to the mark and we all meet the 
commitment to keep Harlow clean, 
green and tidy.

SIR, We have five dogs - two large

I was really shaken up and it is 
something I will never forget. As I was 
on my own at the time I stopped taking 
my dogs out for a year until I met my 
partner and now I have only just built 
up the courage to walk my dogs again. 
Last Monday morning we were 
walking our two Newfoundlands in the 
Spruce Hill area of Harlow and were 
just approaching the common when a 
Staffie came flying around the comer 
and launched itself at my dog’s neck. It 
wouldn’t let go. 

The lady owner came around the 
comer and eventually got her dog off 
mine. She apologised, saying her dog 
was “naughty” and that she should 
have had him on a lead but didn’t think 
anyone else was around. 

Once again my dog was not seriously 
hurt and did not retaliate but my 
concern is that if it had been an hour 
earlier my three smaller dogs - two of 
which are puppies - would have been 
injured or killed by this dog. 

I can’t express how angry I am at 
irresponsible dog owners. In my 
opinion all dogs should be kept on a 
lead unless on a big field where there 
are no other dogs in sight. 

I am now very nervous about taking 
my dogs for a walk and this should not 
be so. I am hoping that others who 


have shared similar experiences will 
respond to this letter.

Brook director Alan Howick, Sir Henry’s 
philosophy was to create a championship 
length course with very little rough. 
“Though he wanted little rough on his 
course, he still wanted to incorporate 
many bunkers and large, undulating 
greens - a task he accomplished with 
style,” said Mr Howick. 

“He designed it in such a way that the 
aspiring golfer must exhibit a wide 
repertoire of shots if they are to master the 
course. 

“It was his intention that regardless of 
standard, every golfer should be rewarded 


for thoughtful and skilful play rather than 
power alone.” 

The club, which takes its name from the 
waterway which meanders through various 
parts of the 112-acre site, officially 
opened the full 18-hole course three years 
later in 1966. 

According to Mr Howick, the designer 
made a point of ensuring his memory 
would live on at the course by including 
his own signature piece. 

“The twelfth is Sir Henry’s signature hole 
and typifies all the holes on the course,” 
he explained. “Seemingly simple, it is 
actually surrounded with problems and 
should be well thought out.” 

Mr Howick said he hoped as many former 
club members as possible will get in touch 


in touch to make the 50th anniversary 
celebrations particularly memorable. 
“Although we don’t plan to have 
celebrations until June next year, we are 
very keen to track down past members as 
soon as possible to hear their tales from 
days gone by,” he said. 

“We would be particularly interested in 
speaking to anyone with pictures, trophies 
or other mementoes that the club might be 
able to borrow for a celebratory display.”

AN aspiring author from Harlow has 
opened an exciting new chapter in 
his literary career with the 
publication of his debut novel.

Chiassaro's

ATHLETE Richard Chiassaro was 
handed a massive snub by the 
British Paralympic Association 
when he missed out on a place in 
the Great Britain team at the 
London Games. 

The 30-year-old, from Harlow, 
was expected to seal a spot after 
excelling in the BT Paralympic 
World Cup in May when he won 
the T54 wheelchair 100m in 15.04 
seconds. 

Harlow’s other wheelchair star, 
Anne Wafula Strike, has also 
missed out on a place at the 
Paralympic Games, which start in 
September. 

But the real surprise is former 
Mark Hall School student 
Chiassaro’s snub. 

The British Paralympic 
Association have not even entered 
an athlete for the T54 100m, 
Chiassaro’s specialist event. 

He had also hoped to compete 
in the 200m and 400m, and had 
been training hard towards his 
goal over the last few years. 

He has never competed in the 
Paralympics before. 

Chiassaro was unavailable for 
comment, but his friend Jon 
Kemmish told the Star: “He had 
done everything that was asked of 
him. He’s No.l in the country for 
100m and 200m and 5th in the 
world. It does not make any 
sense.” 

He had also competed in the 
Olympic Stadium in the London 
Disability Athletics Challenge. 

It is the third Games snub in a 
fortnight for Harlow athletes.

can’t wait for that pressure. 
I’m going to use it and 
embrace it.”

will come' 

Olympic Torch bearer 
targets Brazil 2016 



BRAZIL 2016 is firmly in 
the sight of athlete Sam 
Watts - and he expects to 
be following in the foot¬ 
steps of Great Britain leg¬ 
end Roger Black by com¬ 
peting in the Olympic 
Games 400m. 

The 20-year-old Harlow- 
born athlete - who was part of 
the Olympic Torch relay in 
Bishop’s Stortford on 
Saturday - has watched as his 
close friend Adam Gemili has 
earned a call-up to Team GB 
for this summer’s London 
showpiece. 

But rather than be envious or 
bitter, Watts knows his time will 
come at the Olympics in four 
years’ time. 

“Brazil in 2016 was always the 
plan the whole time,” he said. 

Watts has been known as a 
100m and 200m sprinter, but will 
now step up to 400m and is set to

shine at this distance. 

“I definitely see myself as a 
400m runner,” he said. 

Watts is young enough to con¬ 
test for a medal in Brazil in 2016, 
as well as at the Olympics in 
2020 and 2024. 

The former Leventhorpe 
School student will carry out 
extensive training this winter and 
plans to run the 400m competi¬ 
tively in 2013. 

His 2012 season was marred 
by an ankle injury which slowed 
his progress. 

Former Harlow Athletic Club 
member Watts, who exploded 
onto the athletics scene by reach¬ 
ing the 200m final at the 2009 
IAAF World Junior 
Championships in Italy, 
explained: 

“For me it was not about doing 
the 400m this season as I did not 


have the fitness. 

“I have just started doing the 
4x400m relay. My times have 
been fast even though I have not 
been doing it competitively. I 
have got much more improve¬ 
ment to make. “ 

Watts, a member of the 
renowned Woodford Green with 
Essex Ladies Athletic Club, has 
been coached for several years by 
former GB Olympics and 
Commonwealth Games 400m 
relay runner Gladys Bird. 

The fact that she has competed 
in this event and can pass on her 
own wisdom and experience 
from previous top events is a 
huge plus for the talented young¬ 
ster. 

He said: “My coach competed 
at the Olympics. She was in the 
400m hurdles and the 400m 
relay. She is an Olympics expert. 

“My coach says when I get fit¬ 
ter I can run a lot faster. I am 
running 46 seconds. 

“I’m doing that all the time. 


Low 46 is all it takes, but I need 
to find a 45 [seconds].” 

The world record is held by 
American Michael Johnson, who 
ran 43.18s in 1999. 

From a competitive perspec¬ 
tive, the year 2012 has been a 
quiet one for Watts, after the 
injury he sustained in the winter. 

His highlight was taking silver 
in the 200m at the England 
Athletics U-23 Championships 
in June and he is set to finish the 
year on a high. 

However, in previous years he 
has competed at the IAAF World 
Junior Championships in Canada 
and Italy, plus the European 
Junior Championships. 

Having reached the age of 20 
he was no longer able to compete 
at these events. But Watts, who 
turns 21 on Valentine’s Day, 
hopes to compete in the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Glasgow in 2014 as he begins his 
Olympic Games countdown for 
2016.

A place in history 

Olympics-bound Osagie wants to follow in footsteps of Coe and Ovett 


GREAT Britain athlete Andrew 
Osagie hopes he can take his place in 
history when he competes at the 
London Olympics, which are now 
less than a fortnight away. 

The Harlow 800m runner will start his 
bid for glory in London when the first heat 
takes place at Stratford on August 6 and is 
brimming with confidence. 

He said: “We have got a lot of history in the 
middle distance in Great Britain with the likes 
of Steve Cram, Seb Coe and Steve Ovett. 
Hopefully I can be on the brink of another piece 
of athletics’ history and in 20 or 30 years when 
they look back I will be really happy to be where 
I am.” 

The 24-year-old, a Harlow Athletic Club 
member, will compete alongside the world’s 
best in the Aviva London Grand Prix at Crystal 
Palace on Saturday, part of the prestigious 
Samsung Diamond League programme. 

He will also compete in the South of France 
before the Games begins. 

However, he knows how important it is that 
he performs when it really matters. 

“It doesn’t matter how much I’ve got the 
home support, on the 6th of August I need to 
perform, 7th of August I need to perform, and 
hopefully 9th of August I need to perform. 

“At the moment, I’m just doing all the train¬ 
ing I can, keeping my nutrition up to date, so I 
can be in the best shape when it comes to those 
races,” he said. 

Having secured a bronze medal at the World 
Indoor Championships in Turkey earlier this 
year, Osagie knows he carries the hope of a 
nation with him at the Olympics. 

“It doesn’t get any bigger. You can go to big 
stadiums and have big crowds, but this is going 
to be a home crowd - literally 25 minutes from 
my house, where I’ve lived most of my life. 

“The pressure is going to be enormous but I
